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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes plans to sign a newly 
passed bill establishing the third 
Monday in January as a state holiday 
to honor the late Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr., his office says. 
The House completed its enactment 
Thursday. The Senate measure in­ 
creases Ohio holidays to ten, five of 
which fall on Monday and provide 
state and local government employes 
with a string of threeday weekends 
throughout the year.

Monday 
holidays 
are 
President’s Day (third Monday in 
February), Memorial Day (last 
Monday in May), Labor Day (first 
Monday in September), and Columbus 
Day (second Monday in October). 
Ohio changed Veterans’ Day back to 
Nov. ll from a Monday last year. 
Rounding out the holidays are the 
traditional ones of Christmas, New 
Year’s, Independence Day, and 
Thanksgiving. 
The House vote was close, 57-33, only

They let out a cheer when the 
favorable vote was announced, one girl 
shouting ‘ ‘Hallelujah! ’ ’ 
Opponents of the legislation — 25 
Republicans and 8 Democrats — said 
they were voting against it because its 
cost, estimated variously from $2 mil­ 
lion to more than $3 million. 
Rep. John A. Galbraith, R-69 
Maumee, said “we have a very hard 
pressed budget as it is,” adding he 
thinks King’s assassination, “tragic as 
it was,” came too recently to be judged 
as to its place in history. 
Rep. William G. Batchelder, R-93 
Medina, raised questions about the 
late civil rights leader’s use of tactics 
“that went beyond the law.” 
He said King, the night before he was 
killed, said he intended to lead a 
protest march the next day, even if 
prohibited by a court order. “I think it 
is a legal anomoly when we establish a 
legal holiday for one who advocated 
violating the law,” Batchelder said. 
During an otherwise routine day, 


wrapping up legislative activities until 
next week, the Senate approved 
without dissent and sent to the House a 
bill permitting townships to make 
transfers of their road maintenance 
and repair funds. 
The Senate added its approval 29-2 to 
a House measure, completing passage, 
which lets municipalities waive com­ 
petitive bidding on purchases of up to 
$2,500.

Pickaway County. 
The madtom species is identifiable 
by its small size and length of fin. 
While other catfish varieties have a 
short adipose fin, the adipose fin on the 
madtom extends to the tail. 
Madtoms, especially the Scioto 
variety, look like young catfish, ac­ 
cording to a spokesman for the Ohio 
Department of Natural Resources,

Utility Fuel Hikes 
Come Under Study 


COLUMBUS, Ohio ( AP) - The state 
legislature’s new energy co mmittee is 
study ing a bill that wo uld put tighter 
restrictio ns o n auto matic fuel ad­ 
justments by utilities passing o n their 
increased co sts to custo mers. 
“ I really think this is the stro ngest 
issue that we hav e to address o ur­ 
selv es to ,” Rep. Tho mas J . Carney , D- 
71 Bo ardman, chairman o f the J o int 
Select Co mmittee o n Energy , said 
Thursday . “ I think we sho uld do 
so mething no w and no t wait until 
Octo ber.” 
The Ho use-Senate co mmittee was 
created by the General Assembly last 
mo nth to study the av ailability o f fuel 
so urces and their relatio n to the rate- 
making pro cedures o f the Public 
Utilities Co mmissio n o f Ohio . The 
co mmittee is mandated to make its 
reco mmendatio ns to the legislature by 
Oct. 15. 
PU CO co mmissio ners hav e testified 
that they ex ercise o nly minimal 
regulatio n o v er the auto matic upward 
fuel adjustments used by gas and 
electric utilities to co v er increases in 
the co st o f fuel, usually co al. 
Utility co mpanies must file mo nthly 
repo rts detailing the higher co sts, but 
the co mmissio ners are uncertain o f 
their autho rity to refuse an appli­ 
catio n. The amo unt o f the passthro ugh 
is based o n predetermined percentage. 
Co mmissio ner Dav id C. Sweet to ld 
the select co mmittee last week that 
fuel adjustments were respo nsible fo r 
$524 millio n in increased rates to co n­ 
sumers in 1974. Sweet also said that 
fuel co sts had risen fro m 20 per cent o f 
utility o perating ex penses to 6 2 per 
cent o v er the last fiv e y ears. 
Carney said his bill wo uld empo wer 
PUCO to “ rule o n ev ery fuel ad­ 
justment after rev iewing transactio ns 
with fuel (co al) co mpanies and petro ­ 
leum co mpanies.” 
Carney said co mmittee members 
wo uld pro bably study the measure fo r 
sev eral weeks and po ssibly restruc­ 
ture it befo re intro ductio n o n the Ho use 
flo o r.

Taft Pushes 
Am endm ents 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Legislatio n 
to amend the Supplemental Security 
Inco me pro gram fo r the aged, blind 
and disabled was intro duced Thursday 
by Sen. Ro bert Taft J r., R-Ohio . 
The amendments, which were co ­ 
spo nso red by 10 o ther senato rs, co v er 
special cases o mitted fro m the o riginal 
law. Amo ng the pro po sed legislatio n’s 
pro v isio ns are the fo llo wing: 
—SSI recipients wo uld be allo wed to 
accept charitable mo netary co n­ 
tributio ns witho ut hav ing the co m­ 
parable amo unt deducted fro m their 
pay ments. The legislatio n pro v ides a 
50 cent deductio n fo r each do llar 
co ntributio n. 
—Recipients’ eligibility fo r fo o d 
stamps wo uld be determined o n the 
same inco me basis used fo r ev ery o ne 
else, but SSI beneficiaries already 
receiv ing fo o d stamps wo uld no t hav e 
their stamps disco ntinued because o f 
the new rule. Current regulatio ns 
wo uld cut o ff fo o d stamps to abo ut o ne 
fo urth o f the SSI recipients J une 30. 
—So cial serv ice agencies that 
dispense Medicaid, fo o d stamps and 
the like wo uld be o rdered to co o rdinate 
their activ ities and, where po ssible, to 
share the same o ffice building. 
—Indiv iduals liv ing in public in­ 
stitutio ns that meet minimum safety 
and sanitary standards wo uld beco me 
eligible fo r SSI benefits. Current 
regulatio ns bar pay ments to perso ns 
liv ing in “ gro up ho mes” fo r the dis­ 
abled and abo ut 1,500 co unty ho mes in 
Ohio . 


13 Oberlin, who is no t a member o f the 
co mmittee, intro duced a similar bill o n 
the Senate flo o r. 
The legislatio n wo uld suspend any 
further fuel adjustment clause in­ 
creases until J anuary o f nex t y ear and 
repeal the Reco nstructio n Co st New 
(RCN) fo rmula by which regular rates 
are calculated. 
Pease said his bill wo uld pro hibit 
mo re than o ne fuel adjustment in any 
three-mo nth perio d; require a fo rmal 
applicatio n to PUCO fo r a pass- 
thro ugh; and pro v ide fo r a public 
hearing if requested by 25 o r mo re 
custo mers. 
In additio n to giv ing PUCO mo re 
co ntro l o v er fuel passthro ughs, the bill 
wo uld pro v ide 
a 
$5 millio n 
ap­ 
pro priatio n to enable the co mmissio n 
to increase its utilities department 
staff by abo ut 120 perso ns. 
“ It’s clear to me that PUCO lacks 
the staff no w to assure Ohio co nsumers 
that fuel co st adjustments are 
justified,” Pease said. 
Sweet said he “ appreciated the 
bills,” but added that the co mmissio n 
was 
undertaking 
a 
“ careful 
reassessment to determine to what 
ex tent we hav e autho rity to take actio n 
(o n fuel adjustements) o urselv es.” 
He said the co mmissio n planned to 
repo rt to Carney ’s co mmittee o n its 
findings in fo ur to six weeks.

Utility Fuel Hikes 
Come Under Study 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The state 
legislature’s new energy committee is 
studying a bill that would put tighter 
restrictions on automatic fuel ad­ 
justments by utilities passing on their 
increased costs to customers. 
“I really think this is the strongest 
issue that we have to address our­ 
selves to,” Rep. Thomas J. Carney, D- 
71 Boardman, chairman of the Joint 
Select Committee on Energy, said 
Thursday. “I think we should do 
something now and not wait until 
October.” 
The House-Senate committee was 
created by the General Assembly last 
month to study the availability of fuel 
sources and their relation to tile rate- 
making procedures of the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio. The 
committee is mandated to make its 
recommendations to the legislature by 
Oct. 15. 
PUCO commissioners have testified 
that they exercise only minimal 
regulation over the automatic upward 
fuel adjustments used by gas and 
electric utilities to cover increases in 
the cost of fuel, usually coal. 
Utility companies must file monthly 
reports detailing the higher costs, but 
the commissioners are uncertain of 
their authority to refuse an appli­ 
cation. The amount of the passthrough 
is based on predetermined percentage. 
Commissioner David C. Sweet told 
the select committee last week that 
fuel adjustments were responsible for 
$524 million in increased rates to con­ 
sumers in 1974. Sweet also said that 
fuel costs had risen from 20 per cent of 
utility operating expenses to 62 per 
cent over the last five years. 
Carney said his bill would empower 
PUCO to “rule on every fuel ad­ 
justment after reviewing transactions 
with fuel (coal) companies and petro­ 
leum companies.” 
Carney said committee members 
would probably study the measure for 
several weeks and possibly restruc­ 
ture it before introduction on the House 
floor.

Taft Pushes 
Am endm ents 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Legislation 
to amend the Supplemental Security 
Income program for the aged, blind 
and disabled was introduced Thursday 
by Sen. Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio. 
The amendments, which were co­ 
sponsored by IO other senators, cover 
special cases omitted from the original 
law. Among the proposed legislation’s 
provisions are the following: 
—SSI recipients would be allowed to 
accept charitable monetary con­ 
tributions without having the com­ 
parable amount deducted from their 
payments. The legislation provides a 
50 cent deduction for each dollar 
contribution. 
—Recipients’ eligibility for food 
stamps would be determined on the 
same income basis used for everyone 
else, but SSI beneficiaries already 
receiving food stamps would not have 
their stamps discontinued because of 
the new rule. Current regulations 
would cut off food stamps to about one 
fourth of the SSI recipients June 30. 
—Social service agencies that 
dispense Medicaid, food stamps and 
the like would be ordered to coordinate 
their activities and, where possible, to 
share the same office building. 
—Individuals living in public in­ 
stitutions that meet minimum safety 
and sanitary standards would become 
eligible for SSI benefits. Current 
regulations bar payments to persons 
living in “group homes” for the dis­ 
abled and about 1,500 county homes in 
Ohio. 


13 Oberlin, who is not a member of the 
committee, introduced a similar bill on 
the Senate floor. 
The legislation would suspend any 
further fuel adjustment clause in­ 
creases until January of next year and 
repeal the Reconstruction Cost New 
(RON) formula by which regular rates 
are calculated. 
Pease said his bill would prohibit 
more than one fuel adjustment in any 
three-month period; require a formal 
application to PUCO for a pass- 
through; and provide for a public 
hearing if requested by 25 or more 
customers. 
In addition to giving PUCO more 
control over fuel passthroughs, the bill 
would provide a $5 million ap­ 
propriation to enable the commission 
to increase its utilities department 
staff by about 120 persons. 
“It’s clear to me that PUCO lacks 
the staff now to assure Ohio consumers 
that fuel cost adjustments are 
justified,” Pease said. 
Sweet said he “appreciated the 
bills,” but added that the commission 
was 
undertaking 
a 
“ careful 
reassessment to determine to what 
extent we have authority to take action 
(on fuel adjustements) ourselves.” 
He said the commission planned to 
report to Carney’s committee on its 
findings in four to six weeks.

Art Leitch, president of the National 
Association of Realtors, bemoans the 
exclusion of resale homes from the tax 
benefits. The Senate version of the bill 
had included resale units, but the final 
version didn’t. 
“It will provide some stimulus,” he 
said, but in his opinion not nearly the 
amount that could have been provided. 
Leitch notes that roughly three times 
as many resale homes change hands in 
a year as do new homes. Many new 
home buyers, as many as 55 per cent 
by some estim ates, must dispose of an 
existing home. 
Among the other criticisms: 
—New home sales could be ad­ 
versely affected after D ecem ber, 
when the tax credit expires and the 
cost of any units still unsold at the 
time, in effect, will go up by $2,000. 
—Sellers of used homes might find 
them selves 
at 
a 
disadvantage 
in 
disposing of their properties because 
of the credit-induced preference for 
new homes. 
—Perhaps inadvertently, the new 
tax law gives preferential treatment to 
some buyers of the more expensive 
new homes. 
The situation results from a little- 
noticed feature of the tax law that 
requires the capital gain on the sale of 
an individual’s present home be sub­ 
tracted from the purchase price of the 
new house in figuring benefits. 
The purchaser of a $40,000 home who 
has a capital gain of $20,000 from sale 
of his previous home won’t get the 
maximum credit of $2,000, as he might 
believe. He must figure his 5 per cent 
tax credit on only $20,000. His total 
credit therefore is $1,000, not $2,000. 
However, a 
buyer of a $60,000 
home with a similar capital gain will 
still qualify for the maximum $2,000 
credit. Deducting the capital gain from 
$60,000 leaves $40,000. Five per cent of 
that is $2,000.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — An Ohio 
State University scientist has returned 
from the South Pole with fossil frag­ 
ments of an extinct giant penguin six 
feet tall and one of the earliest whales 
ever known. 
Dr. William J. Zinsmeister’s 2%- 
month investigation at Seymour Island 
in the Antarctic Peninsula also turned 
up 
fo ssils 
of 
a 
broadleaf 
tree 
characteristic of temperate climates 
and many new species of snails and 
mollusks. 
“We are attempting to correlate the 
new species we found with similar ones 
in other southern continents,” Dr. Zin- 
sm eister said Wednesday. 
He said the snail and mollusk fossils 
belong to a biological province about 55 
m illion 
years 
old 
and 
support 
geological theories that New Zealand 
was once linked with the antarctic. 
“We think they are more closely 
related to New Zealand and Tierra del 
Fuego, off South America’s tip, than to 
southern Argentina,” he said.

Speaking Of Your Health

When is the fertile period of the 
month? When is the least fertile 
period? 
Mrs. B.L., Ark. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
The fertile period is the time when 
ovulation takes place. This is when the 
ovary produces the tiny egg. 
In women who have a normal 28-day 
cycle, the most fertile period occurs 
about 12 to 16 days after the onset of 
the menstrual period. 
The barren period occurs about 
seven to nine days before the onset of 
the menses, continues during the 
menstrual period, and lasts up to five 
days afterwards. 
Since the menstrual cycle of women 
varies so widely there can, of course, 
be no definite schedule. 


What organs of the body can be 
affected by syphilis? 
Mr. J. V., Wash. 
Dear Mr. V.: 
It has been said that the doctor who 
knows all the variations of syphilis 
knows all there is to be known about 
m edicine! 
Untreated syphilis can resemble 


almost every other disease known to 
man. 
The heart, the blood vessels, the 
liver, the brain, the spinal cord, the 
nervous system , the skin (the largest 
organ of the body), the glandular 
system, and every other organ can be 
affected by the third stage of syphilis. 
It is for this 
reason that syphilis 
must be actively treated at the first 
sign 
of 
the 
disease. 
The 
initial 
“chancre,” or “ulcer,” of syphilis 
spontaneously disappears after a brief 
period. Careless or uninformed people 
may believe that the disease, too, has 
disappeared. Therefore they do not 
seek immediate medical help.

infection 
when 
progresses to the secondary stage and 
eventually to the third, or “tertiary,” 
stage, 
slow ly 
and 
insidiously 
producing disorders that seriously 
affect health.

The sewage will be pumped 54 feet to 
machinery in the first floor of the 
operations building, which will be at 
road level. 
From the operations building, the 
sewage will travel through pipe to the 
grit removal basin, located to the left, 
and into the primary settling tanks, 
where 35 per cent of the solid matter 
will be removed. 
The partially-purified sewage will 
then be moved by means of gravity to 
the aeration tanks, where organic 
matter will be oxidized. 
These tanks, which are separated by 
the 
“ Y”-shaped wall, 
will 
be 
fabricated from concrete on the site. 
The sewage will then travel to the 
final settling tanks, where an ad­ 
ditional 55 per cent of the solids will be 
removed. 
The liquid waste will travel to the 


chlorine contact tank, located to the 
right of the operations building. Only 
about three feet of the already- 
completed pill-boxed shape building 
will be visible from the road when the 
project is completed. 
The liquid sewage will be disinfected 
there and will travel by gravity flow 
through 36-inch pipe into the Scioto 
River as treated and safe effluent. 
The IO per dent solid waste, leftover 
from the final settling operation, will 
be pumped to the sludge treatment 
building at the same time the liquid 
waste is being purified. 
As much as possible of the solid 
waste will be recycled back through 
the treatment plant by means of the 18- 
inch dra inline that is capped by the 
manhole visible from the road. 
The sludge will be pumped into a 300- 
foot square sludge burial lagoon 
located to the far right of the property.

about 35 years of sludge, according to 
Blank. The city owns additional land 
south of the sewer plant site that will 
be turned into sludge settling lagoons 
when necessary. 
Approximately 300 feet of 12-inch 
and 18-inch diameter ductile cast iron 
pipe has been installed as part of the 
main drainage system. 
Additional pipe will be buried to 
connect the operations building with 
the existing sewage treatment plant. 
Bids will be sought shortly, ac­ 
cording to Taylor, to extend the pipe 
from the city to the new plant under 
the Scioto River, just south of the 
Route 22 bridge. 
The complete gravity flow system 
was designed for the City of Circleville 
by Hazen and Sawyer Engineers, New 
York, New York, to meet both current 
and 
expected 
Environmental 
Protection Agency standards for the 
production of treated and safe effluent 
from raw sewage. 
Federal monies will provide the bulk 
of the funds needed to create the $6.5 
million plant. 
Circleville will be assessed 25 cents 
on each dollar spent, according to 
Taylor, with the EPA providing 75 per 
cent of the money. Circleville will have 
25 years to repay its share of the 
project. The money will be raised 
through sewage rate hikes okayed by 
city council January, 1973. 
The present site off Route 22 was one 
of six locations considered by the city 
when the project was first devised. 
Two were approved by the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency. The other 
parcel of land, which is located farther 
from the river, would have required a 
modification of the gravity flow 
system to include two lift stations for 
the raw sewage. 
The extra construction wouldn’t 
have increased the total project cost 
excessively, but the operating costs, 
which are not included in the EPA 
grant, would have been prohibitive, 
Taylor said.

Crisis.” He co ntends that J udaism is 
under assault bo th fro m internal 
weaknesses and ex ternal pressures. 
He cites v ario us aspects o f this 
ero sio n, including “ quo ta” sy stems 
restricting J ews fro m jo bs and in­ 
stitutio ns, defectio n o f y o uths, in­ 
creased interm arriage, declining 
J ewish educatio n, and dissipatio n o f 
J ewish energies o n so cial-justice 
causes to help o thers that o ften back­ 
fire against J ews. 
As an ex ample, he cites lo ngtime 
J ewish effo rts in behalf o f civ il rights 
fo r blacks, with an ensuing upsurge o f 
anti-J ewishness amo ng pro -Arab 
blacks. 
Altho ugh J ews histo rically hav e 
wo rked fo r refo rms co nsidered go o d 
fo r so ciety in general, he said that in 
the present situatio n, they sho uld quit 
ex hausting their energies in such 
causes, and dev o te all their effo rts to 
bo lstering their o wn strength and 
co ntinuity .

national organizations to foster 
Jewish-Christian cooperation. 
“The very continuity of the Jewish 
community is threatened,” he said in 
an interview. “Jews are in for a hard 
time in America.” 
Strober, 39, was for two years a 
consultant to the National Conferences 
of Christians and Jews and for six 
years consultant to the interreligious 
affairs section of the American Jewish 
Committee. 
He said the Middle East conflict 
along with the related energy squeeze 
on oil, the rise of Arab influence and 
the pangs of recession in this country 
have brought a gradually rising 
current of anti-Semitism. 
Strober sets forth his case in a book 
recently 
issued 
by 
Doubleday, 
“ American Jews: Community in 
Crisis.” He contends that Judaism is 
under assault both from internal 
weaknesses and external pressures. 
He cites various aspects of this 
erosion, including “quota” systems 
restricting Jews from jobs and in­ 
stitutions, defection of youths, in­ 
creased intermarriage, declining 
Jewish education, and dissipation of 
Jewish energies on social-justice 
causes to help others that often back­ 
fire against Jews. 
As an example, he cites longtime 
Jewish efforts in behalf of civil rights 
for blacks, with an ensuing upsurge of 
anti-Jewishness among pro-Arab 
blacks. 
Although Jews historically have 
worked for reforms considered good 
for society in general, he said that in 
the present situation, they should quit 
exhausting their energies in such 
causes, and devote all their efforts to 
bolstering their own strength and 
continuity. 
“We’ve got to put all our eggs in our 
own basket today,” he said. * 
Strober, of Brooklyn, brought up as 


Jewish, converted to Christianity at 19, 
and was educated at conservative 
Protestant schools, the Moody Bible 
Institute in Chicago and Gordon 
College, at Wenham, Mass. He also has 
a master’s degree in religious studies 
at New York City University. 
He was pastor of a Surry, N.H., 
congregation and later directed the 
history department at Barrington 
College in Rhode Island before starting 
his career as a Christian specialist on 
relations with Judaism, a role that 
ended with his recent return to 
Judaism.

The two most commonly used testing 
programs for admission to post-high 
school educational institutions are the 
American College Test (ACT) and the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT).

All juniors who are planning to at­ 
tend some type of post-high school 
program are encouraged to find out 
which of these tests they may need and 
to register for the June test dates.

Field 
counselors check up on the person and 
help him adjust to the community. 
Reasons why people get into various 
forms of trouble include a bad home 
situation, the individual’s academic 
problems, and the climate of the inner 
city. According to Stepanik, most 
individuals come from this inner city, 
not rural areas. 
Stepanik and Luce were the first in a 
series of speakers to be presented to 
Richard Billman’s psychology and 
sociology classes.

The two most commonly used testing 
programs for admission to post-high 
school educational institutions are the 
American College Test (ACT) and the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT).

During his first years at Westfall, 
Jeff was the cross country and track 
coach and an assistant basketball 
coach. 
However, he soon found the time 
demands of coaching did not permit 
him to compete on the rodeo circuit so 
he “ retired” from these positions. 
And he found the split session at 
Westfall (high school in the morning, 
junior high in the afternoon) to be ideal 
for his “ rodeoing.” He is through 
teaching at 11:30 a.m. and on Friday 
he can climb into his pickup and head 
for any of a number of IRA sanctioned 
events in eastern and southeastern 
United States. 
Jeff has been hitting 75 to 80 rodeos a 
year and in his best year won $5,000 
and finished 22nd in the IRA standings. 
It is his hope, as it is the hope of every 
cowboy, to crack the top 15 someday so 
he can compete in the International 
Championship Rodeo. The top cowboys 
on the circuit will earn $20,000 to 
$30,000. 
Jeff confines his competition to the 
calf roping and steer wrestling partly 
because it is less dangerous than the 
bareback and saddle bronc contests 
and the bull riding. 
But this has its disadvantages since 
he must trailer his own horses to the 
events. “ The hardest part about 
rodeoing is driving from one event to 
the next,” he explains. “ We have to 
stop every four hours and exercise the 
horses and we have to take two horses 
to every rodeo because the roping 
horse and the steer wrestling horse are 
trained completely differently.” 
The bronc and bull riders don’t have 
this problem since the rodeo furnishes 
their stock. All they have to do is throw 
their saddle in the car and head for the 
next event when finished at one. 
Consequently, they can share rides 
and expenses on the roads. 
And to Jeff one of the things that 
really sets rodeo in a class from itself 
from other sports is the spirit of 
cooperation and desire to help among 
the competitors. 
“ Every other sport is kind of a cut 
throat thing,” Jeff points out. “ But in 
rodeo, the cowboys will help you all 
they can. They want to win and they 
want to beat you. But they want to beat 
you at your best.” 
Thursday night Jeff was at the 
Coliseum watching the calf roping and 
steer wrestling events and making 
mental notes on the stock. But if he 
draws a steer he has not seen in the 
arena, it won’t bother him too much. 
He’ll just ask the cowboys and they’ll 
tell him how he can expect the animal 
to react. 
In his two events, the stock is 
changed every couple of months so the 
competitor never really gets a chance 
to know them all. But in the bronc and 
bull events, the same animals are used 
rodeo after rodeo, year after year. 
Jeff is looking forward to the sum­ 
mer. “ This is the first year I haven’t 
had to go to college,” he said. “ The 
only time you’ll find me at home this 
summer is when I stop by to pick up 
some clean clothes.” 
He hopes to improve on that 22nd 
standing he achieved one year — 
maybe even make it to the Inter­ 
national Championship.

During his first years at Westfall, 
Jeff was the cross country and track 
coach and an assistant basketball 
coach. 
However, he soon found the time 
demands of coaching did not permit 
him to compete on the rodeo circuit so 
he “retired” from these positions. 
And he found the split session at 
Westfall (high school in the morning, 
junior high in the afternoon) to be ideal 
for his “rodeoing.”

“We have to 
stop every four hours and exercise the 
horses and we have to take two horses 
to every rodeo because the roping 
horse and the steer wrestling horse are 
trained completely differently.” 
The bronc and bull riders don’t have 
this problem since the rodeo furnishes 
their stock. All they have to do is throw 
their saddle in the car and head for the 
next event when finished at one. 
Consequently, they can share rides 
and expenses on the roads. 
And to Jeff one of the things that 
really sets rodeo in a class from itself 
from other sports is the spirit of 
cooperation and desire to help among 
the competitors. 
“Every other sport is kind of a cut 
throat thing,” Jeff points out. “But in 
rodeo, the cowboys will help you all 
they can. They want to win and they 
want to beat you. But they want to beat 
you at your best.” 
Thursday night Jeff was at the 
Coliseum watching the calf roping and 
steer wrestling events and making 
mental notes on the stock. But if he 
draws a steer he has not seen in the 
arena, it won’t bother him too much. 
He’ll just ask the cowboys and they’ll 
tell him how he can expect the animal 
to react. 
In his two events, the stock is 
changed every couple of months so the 
competitor never really gets a chance 
to know them all. But in the bronc and 
bull events, the same animals are used 
rodeo after rodeo, year after year. 
Jeff is looking forward to the sum­ 
mer. “This is the first year I haven’t 
had to go to college,” he said. “The 
only time you’ll find me at home this 
summer is when I stop by to pick up 
some clean clothes.” 
He hopes to improve on that 22nd 
standing he achieved one year — 
maybe even make it to the Inter­ 
national Championship.

The div idend amount for indiv idual 
insureds is determined by the plan of 
insurance, amount of the policy , age of 
the insured and the length of time the 
policy has been in force. Amounts may 
v ary from slightly ov er a dollar to 
possibly one hundred dollars. 
Pay ments will ordinarily be made on 
the policy anniv ersary .

Amounts may 
vary from slightly over a dollar to 
possibly one hundred dollars.

GM W arranty 
Flaws Probed 


NEW YORK (AP)—General Motors 
Corp. has launched an investigation 
into alleged warranty irregularities 
and fired dozens of employes in the 
wake of the murder of a Chevrolet 
service manager, the Wall Street 
Journal reported today. 
UM otticials in Detroit declined 
comment on the report. 
“We consider the subject to be an 
internal affair and have no comment,” 
a spokesman said. 
The report in the Journal said both 
GM and a Boston grand jury have been 
involved in the investigation. It said 
the probe began in January 1974 after a 
Chevrolet service manager in the 
Boston area was found shot to death.

282,” Secrest commented to newsmen 
seated near him in the chamber that 
Van Meter’s bill “would make No. 
282.”

Terrorists Blast 
Leaves 3 Dead 
In Embassy Ruins 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) - 
Terro rists who held a do zen perso ns 
ho stage in the West German embassy 
fo r 12 ho urs dy namited the building in 
a futile attempt to escape after the 
Bo nn go v ernment 
refused 
their 
demand fo r the release o f 26 anar­ 
chists. 
Po lice said there were three dead: 
the em bassy ’s co m m ercial 
and 
military attaches and o ne o f the 
terro rists who sho t himself and died in 
a ho spital. 
Two po licemen and a ho stage were 
ho spitalized in serio us co nditio n. 
Sev eral o thers receiv ed mino r in­ 
juries, 
including 
West 
German 
Ambassado r Dietrich Sto ecker, who 
was slightly burned. 
The o ther fiv e terro rists kno wn to 
hav e been in the building were cap­ 
tured, po lice said. They Included a 
wo man. Earlier repo rts said there 
were sev en in the gang, but the po lice 
rev ised the figure. 
The ex plo sio ns which the gang set o ff 
o n the to p flo o r o f the embassy just 
befo re midnight Thursday burned o ut 
the fo ur-sto ry building. 
The West German go v ernment’s 
refusal to meet the terro rists’ 
demands was a co mplete abo ut-face in 
po licy after nearly three y ears o f 
surrender to Arab guerrillas and mo re 
recently to West German anarchists. 
Chancello r Helmut Schmidt was to 
ex plain the change to the 
Bo nn 
parliament to day . 
The gang inv aded the embassy 
sho rtly befo re no o n Thursday and sho t 
and killed Baro n Andreas v o n Mir- 
bach, the military attache. Identify ing 
them selv es as the Ho lger Meins 
Co mmando , they threatened to kill the 
ambassado r and the o thers in the 
embassy at the time unless 26 mem­ 


bers o f the Baader-Meinho f gang o f an­ 
archists were freed fro m West Ger­ 
man jails, giv en $5 20,000 and flo wn to 
ano ther co untry . 
The terro rists also warned they had 
placed nearly 3 5 po unds o f TNT abo ut 
the building and wo uld set it o ff if the 
po lice attacked them. 
The West German go v ernment set 
up a crisis staff in Bo nn, and Schmidt 
was in frequent telepho ne co mmu­ 
nicatio n with Swedish Premier Olo f 
Palm e. Swedish J ustice Minister 
I>ennart Geijer entered the embassy to 
act as go -between. 


Geijer said the gang rejected an 
o ffer o f safe co nduct o ut o f the co untry 
in ex change fo r the ho stages. 
So me 5 00 heav ily armed po lice 
ringed the building and o ccupied the 
gro und flo o r while the terro rists and 
their ho stages were o n the upper 
flo o rs. A 10:3 0 p.m. deadline set by the 
terro rists passed, and abo ut half an 
ho ur later they released three wo men 
who were amo ng the ho stages. Then 
just befo re midnight the gang set o ff 
the TNT o n the to p flo o r and tried to 
slip o ut in the co nfusio n, but the po lice 
spo tted them and ro unded them up 
witho ut firing a sho t. 


The bo dy o f the dead ho stage was 
fo und in the ruins o f the building to day . 
Po lice withheld anno uncement o f 
identificatio n until nex t o f kin were 
no tified. 


Meins, fo r who m the terro rists 
named their squad, was a leading 
member o f the Baader-Meinho f gang 
who died after a hunger strike in a 
West German jail last y ear. The gang 
was led by Ulrike Meinho f, a 4 0-y ear- 
o ld jo urnalist, and Andreas Baader, a 
3 0-y ear-o ld student radical.

Terrorists Blast 
Leaves 3 Dead 
In Embassy Ruins 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) — 
Terrorists who held a dozen persons 
hostage in the West German embassy 
for 12 hours dynamited the building in 
a futile attempt to escape after the 
Bonn government refused their 
demand for the release of 26 anar­ 
chists. 
Police said there were three dead: 
the em bassy’s commercial 
and 
military attaches and one of the 
terrorists who shot himself and died in 
a hospital. 
Two policemen and a hostage were 
hospitalized in serious condition. 
Several others received minor in­ 
juries, 
including 
West 
German 
Ambassador Dietrich Stoecker, who 
was slightly burned. 
The other five terrorists known to 
have been in the building were cap­ 
tured, police said. They included a 
woman. Earlier reports said there 
were seven in the gang, but the police 
revised the figure. 
The explosions which the gang set off 
on the top floor of the embassy just 
before midnight Thursday burned out 
the four-story building. 
The West German government’s 
refusal to meet the terrorists’ 
demands was a complete about-face in 
policy after nearly three years of 
surrender to Arab guerrillas and more 
recently to West German anarchists. 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt was to 
explain the change to the Bonn 
parliament today. 
The gang invaded the embassy 
shortly before noon Thursday and shot 
and killed Baron Andreas von Mir- 
bach, the military attache. Identifying 
themselves as the Holger Meins 
Commando, they threatened to kill the 
ambassador and the others in the 
embassy at the time unless 26 mem­ 


bers of the Baader-Meinhof gang of an­ 
archists were freed from West Ger­ 
man jails, given $520,000 and flown to 
another country. 
The terrorists also warned they had 
placed nearly 35 pounds of TNT about 
the building and would set it off if the 
police attacked them. 
The West German government set 
up a crisis staff in Bonn, and Schmidt 
was in frequent telephone commu­ 
nication with Swedish Premier Olof 
Palme. Swedish Justice Minister 
Lennart Geijer entered the embassy to 
act as go-between. 


Geijer said the gang rejected an 
offer of safe conduct out of the country 
in exchange for the hostages. 
Some 500 heavily armed police 
ringed the building and occupied the 
ground floor while the terrorists and 
their hostages were on the upper 
floors. A 10:30 p.m. deadline set by the 
terrorists passed, and about half an 
hour later they released three women 
who were among the hostages. Then 
just before midnight the gang set off 
the TNT on the top floor and tried to 
slip out in the confusion, but the police 
spotted them and rounded them up 
without firing a shot. 


The body of the dead hostage was 
found in the ruins of the building today. 
Police withheld announcement of 
identification until next of kin were 
notified. 


Meins, for whom the terrorists 
named their squad, was a leading 
member of the Baader-Meinhof gang 
who died after a hunger strike in a 
West German jail last year. The gang 
was led by Ulrike Meinhof, a 40-year- 
old journalist, and Andreas Baader, a 
30-year-old student radical. 
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
